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2. The purpose of the travel is to attend and participate in a kev 
briefing on the status of developing the 

concept to meet DoD's cruise missile operational needs. The principal part of 
the briefing has been scheduled for presentation by two contractors. Science 
Applications International for the Defense Mapping Agency Headquarters, and 
the Applied Physics Laboratory for the Joint Cruise Missile Program Office, 
who are jointly responsible for developing the basic structure for 
implementing, testing, and validating the concept. Because of the importance 
of the briefing to getting DoD approval of the concept, 

presence was also requested by the DMA action officer during the pre-briefing 
review session on 17 May. His attendance is particularly desirable, not only 
because the concept is to a considerable degree the outgrowth of his past work 
with DMA and the cruise missile community to make more effective use of 
already available imagery-derived information, but also because he can address 
the best procedures for accurately identifying end delineating the urban areas 
where vertical obstructions should be expected to occur — which is an essential 
part of an effective concept. (S)
